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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In essence the Applicant argues "Fujii fails to 
teach or disclose a backup wherein "said terminal comprises instruction mail creating means for creating, as backup instruction mail, 
electronic mail having information for instructing to perform backup stored in a header portion." (Page 8 first paragraph). 
Applicant also argues "Pollack fails to make up for the deficiencies of FUJII as noted.... Pollack teaches that a mobile device can send 
emails with authentication, file identification, and commands of how to deal with the identified file. These emails are sent from the mobile 
device, such as a wireless palm device, to a server that then executes the command ... This is the same approach utilized by FUJII, in that 
the mobile device sends instruction mail to the server..." (Page 9, paragraph 1). 

The examiner notes, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 
871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). As explained in the final office action, FUJII teaches 
a terminal for creating an email, transmitting the email to another device in order to perform back up data on phone directory information in 
portable telephone set (see the title and abstract lines 9-14). While Pollack is relied upon to show that instructions (commands) can be 
included in the header portion of an email message, See ( 0042-0043 and figures 5 and 6). In this way the combined teachings of Fujii and 
Pollack meet the argued limitations..
